Manillay June 20;— General Wheat-

hour they moved on the town. 

The troops commanded by General 
Wbeaton entered Perez das Marinas 
without oppcsition, except oo the part 
td amall bodies of Filipinos, who in- 
flicted no losses upon the Americans. 
The town is an unimportant place sur- 
rounded by swamps and General Wbea- 
ton will pjwbably. return to Iilaus. 

The latest list of the American cas- 
ualties in Monday's fighting shows that 
five were killed and 23 wounded. The 
list includes no officers. The wound- 
ed were brought to Manilla from Ba- 
loor in boats. 



WBKB not ANNIHILATED.

Manilla, June 20.— A correspondent 
lescribittg the battle near Perez das 
Marlnaa says: "While the American 
troops were in a sunken road, a force 
at insurgents attaclied them on the 
left flanli. The Americans retreated 
in good order for several miles, 
dually, being reinforced by Robin- 
mb'i battalion of the Fourth Infantry, 
dray advanced upon the foe. Our loss 
luring the day may amount to a total 
»f 40 killed and wounded. 

"Barrovnded by 1,000 of the enemy, 
ttit' mltot' from relnforcetaients, ana 
with 1,000 more Insurgents moving 
rapidly down on their left to make 
Jieir annihilation complete, the First 
DattaJlon of the Fourth Infantry, Ma- 
jor Bndd cemmaBdinr, In all* 300 
Americans, fought their way back 
from Peres das Marinas, three miles, 
toward their military base at Imus, 
where the rest of the Fourth came to 
(heir aupport Reporta were received 
that Daa Marinas had been deserted 
bj the insurgents. The alcalde of the 
place came to Imus and formally aur- 
rendered the town. 

"The houses along the roadside -were 
ailed with amlgos and the battalion 
kdvanoed confidently until within 
three-fourths of a mile of Das Mari- 
aaa, when they discovered the enemy 
paralleling the road at a long distance 
M both sides, and practically sur- 
rounding the little force. Natives be- 
g^n firing in the rear, ;in(l natives 
with white clothes were captured with 
luns in hand. The whole scheme was 
to wipe out the small body of Ameri- 
iui troops and might have aocceeded. 
but for the marvelous courage of the 
troops and officers."

Fending prepara- 
tion of the formal statement a- recess 
was taken. As has been the rule since 
the strike, serious disturbances broke 
out about noon. A crowd boarded a 
Wade Park avenue car near Lindua 
I and Annandale avenues and beat the 
non-union motorman into iasensibility 
The conductor fled from his car. An- 
other Wade.Park avenue car was ston- 
ed and one on the Buelid avenue line 
was attacked. Many women were on 
Board and Khrirked with terror as the 
stones crashed through the car win- 
dows. One woman fainted. 

The crew of Scovil avenue car No. 
I 224 was badly beaten by 10 men. The 
car was on its way down town. At 
Wilson avfnue one man gon on, and 
at every crossing tharaaftar ^ one or 
more men boarded the car until there 
were 10 passengers. When Harry C. 
Clark, the conductor, was taking up 
fares one of the men gave him a 60-C3nt 
piece. As Clark started to make the 
change, he was struck on the head 
from behind with a coupling pin in 
the hands of a pa.ssenger. Several of 
the other men jumped on him and 
p6unded hiB Into Inaenslblllty. The 
others turned their attention to the 
motorman whose name is John Clark. 
He was also hit on the head and body. 
He sank to the floor unconscious. By 
this time the car, runnlnt *t high 
speed, had reached Hackman atreet 
and the men all left the car. A block 
further on the motorman recovered 
Bufflciently to shut off the current and 
bring tbe car to a stop. ' After a abort

— Following the 
statement of Colonel Hodgson resyecL- 
Ing tbe events tba^ occurred on the 
orldge of the Brooklyn, July 3rd, the 
navy department published the follow- 
ing report from Captain Chadwick of 
his examination ft Lieutanaat 0MB* 
Blander Ueilner: 

"In obedienca to the orders of tbe 
lecretary of tbe navy, I have the hon- 
tr to make the following report of an 
tx.imination of Lieutenant Curnm tnder 
Heilner with respect to bis knowledge 
of a conversation reported to liave oc- 
curred between Rear Admiral Schley 
and Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, 
reporting the action of July 3, ISItS. 

"Lieutenant Commander Heilner 
states aa followa: At one of the early 
sessions of the bosrd on ships posi- 
tions during the action of July 3, I 
strongly expres^sed my doubt as to the 
Brooklyn's position before making tbe 
loop as laid down by Mr. Hodgson; 
several other navigators, Mr. Hodgson 
and I, on this particular occasion, 
walked up and down the port sidp of 
the cabin gf the Brooklyn in which the 
board was sitting.- It Is my impression 
that Mr. Hodgson claimed that the 
Brooklyn was 1,100 yards from the 
leading Spanish ship when the turn 
was made. The board put it later, I 
think, at 1.400 yarda. Mr. KodgiM told 
ma that he felt certain they were closer 
than 1,400 yards, and that their stodl- 
meter gave 800 yardp. ilo said: "We 
were so close that Schley gave tbe or- 
der 'Hard A'Port' I a«M to him, 
'You mean starboard, do you not?' T^ 
commodore said: 'No. I mean port; we 
are close enough to them now.' 

"Mr. Hodgson then said be called 
attention to the position of the Texas 
and told the commadore he thougitt 
there was danger of nijinlng her down. 
The commodore replied: 'I):imn the 
Texas; let ber look out for herself.' 

"This eonveraatlon was repeated to 
ma on several occasions."

Re nUt Me igures in 
this line were absolutely correct, being 
from reliable commercial acquaintances. 

The examples be gave were: Iroppipe, 
over 100 per cent ; tinware and enameled 
ware, about ;'.;! per cent.; brass goods, 60 
per cent.; chair trust, just formed, will 
advance prices 30 per cent.; rubber over- 
shoes (United States Rubber Company) 
advanced i)rico8 14 per cent, on May 1; 
American Tin Plate Company advanced 
prices something like 30 per cent; news 
paper 1 to } cent a pound, a further ad- 
vance in prospect ; book papers 5 to 10 
per cent.; an adviiMe ie expeelM 1» writ- 
ing paper; in OOtdmon soap, 25c. to 50c. 
a box ; Hint glaM bottles will be advunc- 
<«d 10 per cent or more; jobbers and 
Oianufactiircr? of clocks have advanced 
the wholesale prices on account of the 
Advance of metals ; all the metal goods 
have been advanced; brass pins, '2o per 
cent.; school furniture has gone up, as 
paper bags and wrapping paper.

Gardens are doing very well and vege- 
tables of excellent quality are coming 
into the markets. Irish and sweet pota- 
toes are doing very well. Early Irish po- 
tatoes are ready for the table in aome lo- 
calitiea and of excellent quality. Fruit 
is not very satisfactory. There was a 
good crop of strawberries, but they are 
now about over; and other fruits are 
rather scarce. Apples and iiears are fall- 
ing badly. Meadows and pastures are 
doing very w ell.

orlesi. To tbo eaat of tbe city tbe apiirs of tbe 
Appeninea gently melt In tbe Romtt phdna in 
lines delicately tinted wltb tbe Tlolet colon. 
The ancient Tlbur, now known by tbe name ol 
Tivoli. crowns the siiiinnil of B mountain fifteen 
miles away ironi the ^even liills. Traoition ban 
it that tliis town was built long before Romulus 
pitched his ient:< on the ralatiiie. In the course 
of centuries it became a part of the Latin confed- 
eration, .and later on the retreat of Emperors, 
statesmen and scliolars. .^ugustUK built among 
the olive groves an^iierial villa. Maecenas, llor. 
ace and other poets dreamed, composed and read 
their immortal verses in Ibis ijylvan Elyslium, 
Oue tieikutitul morning invited me and a friend 
to make a pilgrimage to Tivoli. The modern 
town is smull, <iulet and unobtrusive, but attrac- 
tive for him who thinks ol other days. At the 
aoutbeaat extremity there is one of tbe grandest 
faUa to be seen in Italy, Between two enormous 
rocka tbe river Aruo burls Its thundering waters 
from a belgbt of more than three hundred feet, 
Tbe roar of tbe msblng torrent la deafening. At 
tbe bottom an nndergroand oaTam, ont from 
the tumbling rocka, la auppoaed to hare been tbe 
bablutlon of the Tlbnrtlne Blbyl, ao often men- 
tioned by ancient writers. We aat there ap- 
palled by tbe atrangenaaa of the plaoa, almost 
expeetlng to see the forhMding face of that 
claaaic prleatesa. Two temples dedicated to her 
frown from either aide of the obum rent abOTe 
by aome oonTulalon of nature. There they stand 
tbe allent aentifla of many centiitiea. The 
foroe of tbe fail is sogroat that the Ok^remment 
baa nttlisad It to generate tbe electrlo cnrrent 
by which tbe whole city of Rome li aupplled 
wltb light. Deecending tbe mountain whose 
sides are covered with oUve traea, we visited the 
rematiis of "Villa Adriana." an art treasure of 
b illdings rivaling if not surpassing in interest 
the remains of the jiulaces of the Caesars. The 
Kmperor Hadrian tonceivcd iu his old age tbe 
gitxantic plan of reproduciutrat the foot of Tivoli 
those mHK'niiiceiit edilices he had admired in his 
travels especially wbilst in cireeee. To this end 
be laid aside over two^ hundred acres of land 
which he covere<l with palaces, temples, porti- 
coes, basilicas and theaters built with imperial 
lavisbness. More than sixteen centuries have 
elapsed and the remaining pillars and superb 
vaults still attest the splendor of the lx)ld design, 
Tbe galleries of Europe have been enriched by 
precious Unda dug up in this claaaic quarry, but 
enough ia extant to this day to aatoniab and 
Charm the aye of the happy visitor. We walked 
hn fragiaenta of moealo floora that must have 
taken years of patient work to oonsuuct them, 
and aat In the ahade of noble porticoes which 
once were reaoaant with the volea of prlaeaa and 
pblloaophars. These well pi c ae rr ed vynlna give 
tb^ world a falat idea ot Soman greataaas. 
Wbilat interior to the Oiseka In the realisation 
of aeethetie idaala. their atem eoa«aerora were 
not deprived of the stnse of heanty, which in im- 
nation of the aalghty empire they expressed in 
gljantloIinesneverseenlnHellas. Setinalrame 
uf cypress trees, tall and slender, having for a 
back ground the purple bue of lofty monntalna, 
the columns and graceful arches of Villa Adriana 
conjure up the spirit of a glorious past. It la in 
hallowed spots like these that we can under, 
stand theevoIutioD of civiUzationaone succeed- 
ing the other like the harmonlotia aeqoenoaa of 

a grand musical Iheme, 

A passing visit to a modern district of Rome 
bruiiKht me iu contact with the living present* 
Not far from the aucieut Subura entirely new 
(luarters liave been built. With tbe rapid In- 
crease of population consecjueut on tbe event of 
187U a real estate boom of the true American j 
brand superinduced a malignant fever in tbe In- , 
experienced souls of certain Roman celebrities. 
Houses without end iu length and height began 
to rise on grounds formerly covered with Tine- 
yards and gardens. The supply soon exceeded 
tbe demand and a frightful crisis set in. Num- 
berless bulldlnga remained tenantless dooming 
their unhappy ownera to financial ruin. On 
three sides of a large square, called "Piazxa Oug- 
Uemo Pepe," moat of tbe honaaa stare Uw be- 
holder with a vacant look. The okiea'ilpaee 
bonoded by thegt has been appropriated by en- 
terprising IndlvMnals with an eye to bnaiaeas. 
Little booths ng^y, Shapelsas aad imgalar are 
huddled together la dhny eantoeloa. Under 
their erasy roolS all sorts of imsgiaable games 
and amnaamenta go on to tbo Intelte delight of 
the cheaper inbablttnta of tbe third Heme. 
Here a loud-montbed aeer reveala tbe future 
known to falm by tbe light ot astral fire. Then 
a traged iau enacts tbe role of Mapoleon before an 
appreciative audience that applauds frantically 
when real guns are fired . Marengo happened to 
be tbe battle-fleld of that day. 

In another paste board temple, aacred to the 
Muses, tbe strains of a Chinese band aooompaniod 
the melliiUuius voice of a street singer: Tbe 
chorus of tbe spectators rose higher whenever 
the^an howled at bis l>est. He must have been 
a pupil of Wagner. Near by some realistic 
mysteries of tbe so-called t^panisb lu(i\iiNitiun 
were exhibited under a shed lined wltb rotten 
boards, A flying Dutchman spinning on the 
other side drowned the voice of tbe actors. The 
motive power of tbe painted horses and boxes 
was supplied by a fellow not entirely dressed in 
full evening costume, who alternatively turned 
a wheel and the handle of a grind-organ. Orown 
up babies of both sexes enjoyed the whirling sen- 
sation giving vent to their feelings in a vociferous 
manner.
